Hu nter, wh o h as been 
condu eting a grocery store for a nu m­ 
ber of years at No. 116 East Main 
9VteeU committed su icide th is after­ 
noon by swallowing strych nine at bis 
^egant new h ome, at No. 502 East Sec­ 


ond street 
Hu nter, after visiting a barber sh op 
getting a smooth sh ave, went to 
h is h ome, and made carefu l prei^ra- 
ttoQs for h is death . 
He h ad pu rch ased sixty grains of 
strych nine at th e City dru g store on 
Main street and h e pou red th e poison 
into a tincu p, dissolving th e crystals 
with a small q u antity of water. Hu n­ 
ter. after u ndressing, 
neatly folded 
h is ou ter raiment, swallowed th e p<^- 
son and got Into h is bed. 
Hu nter’s sister fou nd him su ffering 
great pain and in convu lsions, and tel­ 
ephoned for Dr. M. T. Collins. Th e 
doctor drove rapidly to 
the Hu nter 
home, and fou nd the grooeryman In 
a dy ing condiUon. Dr. CoUins h ^ n 
preparations to u se a stomach pump, 
hot before It cou ld be u sed Hu nter ex­ 
pired. 
Hu nter h ad tak« u a large dose of 
the poison, and th ere was no ch ance 
to sav e h is Iffe slier th e discovery of 
his condition was made by bis sister, 
mlth oiiq i^ h ome remedies were u sed 
withont av nO. 
Dr. M. T. Collins immediately nee­ 
ded Coroner Gu y TItsworth of Hu n­ 
ter*« death , and an investigation will 
be made lu to tbe circu mstances su r­ 
rou nding h is demise. 
The grocer was between 35 and 40 
years of age, married and In comforta­ 
ble circu mstances. Th e h ome was a 
new residence and finely fu rnish ed, 
and, so far as is known, h is domestic 
relations were pleasant, and no cau se 
he given for h is rash act.

Mr. Ju rie s h ad not been in robu st 
h ealth for th e past year, bu t not u ntil 
December 14, last, was h e compelled 
to relinq u ish h is du ties, since wh ich 
time h e h ad grown gradu ally worse, 
u ntil th e end came today. 
Mr. Jeffries was bom at Macon, Mo., 
March 18, 1861. Wh en abou t 18 years 
of age be came to Sedalia and secu red 
employment on th e Missou ri Pacific 
m a h rakeman. Two years later h e 
left th at road to accept like employ­ 
ment on th e M., K. & T., and in du e 
time was promoted to condu ctor .wh ich 
position h e filled with credit to h im­ 
self and h is employers. 
Nearly twenty years ago h e was 
married in Sedalia to Miss Abble Seg- 
gerson, wh o died 
October 7 , 
1900. 
I Th ree ch ildren su rvive th eir parents, 
viz.: Leo, aged 18 years; Nellie, aged 
16, and Marie, aged 13. 
Mr. Jeffries belonged to th e Order 
of Railway Condu ctors, and on last 
Satu rday nigh t was baptized as a 
member of St. Patrick’s Roman Cath o­ 
lic ch u rch . 
Th e fu neral will be u nder th e au s­ 
pices of th e O. R. C., and th e pall­ 
bearers will be selected from tbe or­ 
der. 
Th e deceased was a model citizen 
in th e tru est sense of th e word, as well 
as a devoted h u sband and loving fa­ 
th er.

The Presidential Train Arrived 
This Morning. 


IT GOT TO PARSONS ON TIME 


A Sensational Report In Regard to the 
Finding of Dy namite On the 
Railway Track. 


Th e presidential train over th e M., 
K. & T., conveying President Roose­ 
velt and party, arrived h ere on th o 
exact dot, at S o*r!cck th is morning, 
and on its way sou th ward reach ed 
Parsons exactly on time. 
Th e Katy spent th ou sands of dollars 
In precau tionary measu res, and Su ­ 
perintendent N. J. Finney says no ex­ 
pense was spared to assu re th e abso­ 
lu te safety of th e distingu ish ed pas­ 
sengers wh ile traveling over th e sys­ 
tem. 
Every mile of th e track was policed 
h ou rs in advance of th e train, and ev­ 
ery section man on th e system was 
assigned as track walkers and inspeo- 
tors. 
In Sedalia, 1 ayor Babcock h ad th e 
yards patrolled by regu lar and special 
policemen, and strangers were kept 
from congregating at any point in th e 
city. 
A sensational report was sent ou t 
of Sedalia last nigh t to th e metro­ 
politan newspapers th at an attempt 
h ad been made to blow u p tbe presi­ 
dent’s train n ^ r Sedalia. A local cor­ 
respondent for a St. Lou is newspaper 
received 
th e following message at 
1:30 o’clock th is rooming: 
“Ru sh story of finding of 
th ree 
sticks of dynamite u nder M., K. & T. 
tracks near Sedalia; apparently plan 
to blow u p president. How near did 
h e escape?” 
Th e correspondent wired th e news­ 
paper: 
“No tru th in report. 
It Is a pu re 
fake." 
Th ere was, h owever, a sligh t fou n­ 
dation u pon wh ich to featu re yellow 
jou rnalism telegrams. Last Satu rday 
two sticks of 
commercial dynamite 
(nltro-glycerlne powder), u sed 
for 
blasting pu rposes, were fou nd near 
th e M., K. & T. tracks in th e vicinity 
of Montrose. Th e find was reported 
by section men to th e Montrose agent, 
wh o, in tu rn, reported th e matter to 
h is su periors. 
On last Monday a Democrat reporter 
visited th e local 
Katy offices, 
bu t 
cou ld obtain no definite information 
regarding th e finding of th e dynamite. 
Th is morning 
Su perintendet Finney 
was at bis desk, pleased over th e re­ 
ports regarding th e h andling of th e 
presidential train, bu t h e cou ld not 
fu rnish any information regarding th e 
Montrose episode. 
Wh en told abou t th e report sent to 
St. Lou is, h e said it was possible some 
passenger on a train, desirou s of get­ 
ting rid of th e explosive, migh t h ave 
th rown it away on th e righ t of way. 
“However,” h e added, “if vh e report 
is tru e th at it was fou nd near Mont­ 
rose on Satu rday, it was not placed 
th ere for th e pu rpose of destroying 
th e presidential train, becau se at th at 
time Teddy h ad not left Wash ington.”

ROOSEVELT TALKS 


Makes Brief Speeches at Par 
sons and Vinita. 


KANSANS SEND HIM ROSES 


President Predicts Statehood For Ok­ 
lahoma and Indian Territory 
in His Vinita Speech. 


Parsons, Kan., April 5.—^President 
Roosevelt was rou ted ou t before 
breakfast today. 
Th e special train stopped h ere at 
7 :30 a. m. to ch ange engines, and th e 
crowd gath ered arou nd th e private car 
and attracted th e attention of th e oc­ 
cu pants by sh ou ts of “Wh ere is h e?” 
Several negroes called, “We h ave been 
waiting since 4 o’clock to see you .” 
President Roosevelt h u rried h is 
dressing and stepped to th e rear plat­ 
form, wh ere h e was ch eered. 
Citizens of Parsons sent to th e car 
a h u ge bu nch of American Beantiea, 
wh ich were placed on th e breakfost 
table. 
Th e crowd was not satisfied with 
merely seeing th e president, and, in 
response to a demand for a spee<fii, h e 
addressed th e people briefly. 
In h is address th e president said: 
“I am so glad to be in th e Su nflower 
state. From th e beginning I h ave be­ 
lieved in you r people, and a am more 
th an gratefu l for th e way you r people 
sh owed you r h ell^ In mo Irat Novem­ 
ber. 
“It Is not possible for any man in a 
position to promise th at th ings wül 
come righ t. All th at h e can promlae 
Is th at so far as In h im llw h e will do 
h is part towards making th em rlg^L 
Th is I can promise and da^ 


Roosevelt paid a h andsome tribu te to 
th e people of th e Indian territory, and 
commended th em as eligible for state­ 
h ood, in a brief speech in Vinita today, 
wh ere a stop of two minu tes was 
made. Th e little city was more pro­ 
fu sely decorated Gian any oth er place 
th rou gh wh ich th e presidential train 
h ad passed. Th e president’s reference 
to stateh ood was wildly applau ded. 
He spoke as follows: 
“You will 
soon be a part of one of th e grei^ 
states of th e Union (for su rely we will 
see Oklah oma and th e Indian territory 
admitted into stateh ood), and wh en 
th at takes place you will bo at th e 
ou tset a great state; th en It wHl He 
with you to s ^ wh at kind of state you 
make of It.”

The secretary of the Missouri state 
board of agriculture, Geo. B. Ellis, 
made public Tuesday bis statement on 
Missouri crop conditions. 
The spring has opened up most fa­ 
vorably, and several days earlier than 
the average. During the winter there 
was very little 
rainfall, 
and 
the 
ground was covered with snow for 
several i^eeks. 
There has not been 
excessive rains this spring to leach 
the soil, and the ground is generally in 
unusually fine condition for planting. 
Gardens have generally been planted, 
a large acreage of early potatoes has 
been planted, grass is starting nicely 
and will soon be ready for grazing. 
Plowing for corn Is progressing rap­ 
idly, about one-fourth of the entire 
acreage having been plowed up to 
April 1st. In a few counties the soil 
has been too wet to work. The coun­ 
ties showing the poorest condition on 
account of w^et weather are in South 
Central Missouri, including Laclede, 
Phelps, Dade and Lawrence aountles; 
and in the vicinity of St. Louts, includ­ 
ing St. Louis, Franklin and Jefferson 
counties. 
Corn planting has begun, 
and a number of farmers have planted 
corn, as far north as the central part 
of the state. 
Wheat—The 
acreage 
seeded 
to 
wheat last fall was 2,38 3,28 0 acres, 
which Is 6^ per cent below the acre­ 
age seeded one year ago. but only 
about 3 per cent below what was har­ 
vested last year. 
The greatest de­ 
crease in acreage was In the south­ 
west section, where, owing to droutby 
conditions at seeding time, a great 
deal of the crop was planted in poor 
condition. 
The covering 
of 
snow 
through the coldest of the winter, and 
the absence of the usual amount of 
freezing and thawing has made a big 
improvement in the wheat crop since 
our last report. December 1, when the 
condition for the state was only 7 3. 
The present condition of the crop is 
9 1, which is 2 points above the five- 
year average, and is 9 points above 
the average for the past eight years. 
Several correspondents report the ap­ 
pearance of Hessian fly, and this in­ 
sect may cause damage later on in the 
season. 
Oats—An increased acreage of oats 
has been sowrn, and is in most excel­ 
lent condition. The northwest section 
reports an increase of 12 per cent over 
last year, while the whole state shows 
a increased acreage of about 3 per 
cent. Early sown oats usually produce 
well in this state, and 7 9 per cent of 
the whole crop was sown on April 1st, 
compared with a five-year average of 
only 36 per cent sown at 
the same 
time last year. 
In 1902, one of the 
most favorable crop seasons on rec­ 
ord, only 62 per cent of the oat crop 
was sown April 1st. 
Fruits—Apples are reported in good 
condition and promise 
a fair crop. 
Peaches, except in a few of the south­ 
eastern countries, are mostly killed, 
although a number of correspondents 
from different parts of the state report 
a few blooms in the most favored lo­ 
cations. In Southeast Missouri corre­ 
spondents report from 20 to 7 5 per 
cent of live buds in the following coun­ 
ties: 
Bollinger. Butler, Cape Girar­ 
deau, Carter, Dunklin, Iron. Jefferson, 
Madison. New Madrid. Pemiscot, Per­ 
ry, Ripley, Scott and Stoddard. 
Plums and cherries promise from a 
fair to a full crop. Raspberries and 
blackberries have been greatly injured 
by the canes freezing and 
promise 
from one-half to three-fourths of a 
crop. 
Strawberries are generally in 
good condition, and promise a full 
average crop.

For a time Mr. latsch conducted a 
grocery store here, but later he en­ 
tered the employ of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific Railway Co., and for a long term 
of years he was check clerk in tho lo­ 
cal freight department. For the past 
fifteen years he had not 
been em­ 
ployed. He had served as a member 
of the city council, and 
was never 
found other than a faithful public 
servant. 
Mr. Latsch was a member of the 
Fifth Street M. E. church. South, and 
the church roster contains the name 
of no more consistent member. 
He 
practiced what he preached in his 
daily walk through life, and it can 
truthfully be said of him that he was 
an honest man, who followed the Gold­ 
en Rule, and whose word was as good 
as his bond.
